FOREWORD 


Fe’;^' phases of art have had more universal appeal throughout the world than 
ceramics. From the early period, ^hen European production secrets were care- 
fully guarded under royal patronage to the present time of specimens designed 
by individual artists, there has been a constant interest in the makers and their 
marks. This interest has reached a high point in the United Stares where there 
is to be found a greater diversity of ceramics from all parts of the globe than in 
any other one country. The vast assemblage of ceramics in America commenced 
in the colonial period with importations made by wealthy merchants, planters 
and public officials w^ho were eager to possess specimens of European and Oriental 
w'ares. '\^'ith the advent of tea and coffee the demand increased and sailing vessels 
arrived in American ports with large cargoes of ceramics. Popular among the 
number was Chinese Expoa porcelain and it was not unusual for an individual 
to order from China an entire dinner senice decorated according to special design. 

The American market eventually became such a faaor that European makers 
produced wares bearing American scenic view^s, state coats of arms, important 
personages and events. Conventional patterns were also made in quantity that 
met with popular favor in sectional parts of the countr>\ 

Early attempts w^ere made to produce ceramics in the United States beginning 
with the settlement of Jamestown, Virginia in the 17 th century and continuing 
with varying success until today. Many of the American products show a strong 
European influence just as the designs of European wares were in turn often copied 
from earlier Greek, Roman and Oriental specimens. American ceramics, like 
American furniture, silver, and glass, have a distina and individual quality of 
their own, and cannot be considered imitations of European examples. 

Recently many facts have been brought to light through research of old 
records and by excavations of early pottery sites which have made it necessary 
to re-evaluate the field of American pottery and porcelain for a thorough under- 
standing of the subjea. 

For some time there has been a real need for a book of ceramic marks within 
the means of all who are interested in this phase of art The Handbook of Old 
Pottery and Porcelain Marks by C Jordan Thorn is a worthwhile contribution 
toward this end. 

The American section of the book contains the most comprehensive list of 
marks that has appeared to date, with some new material that should be of interest 
to ceramic collectors.

INTRODUCTION 


In this effort to bring together in one concise volume thousands of pottery and 
porcelain marks of more than 25 nations, the author has limited the information 
on the various manufactories to that which is pertinent to the monograms or 
marks presented. Much could be said historically of many of these faaories, 
but that is not the purpose of this work. It is, rather, an attempt to condense into 
a readily accessible and simplified form, a complete listing of all known marks, 
initials and signatures of pottery and porcelain works throughout the world. 
It is designed as a useful guide for colleaors, dealers and students, one which 
will enable the interested to ascertain the origin of their pottery and porcelain 
by means of the markings found on the base of the pieces. 

Easy reference has been provided to each mark in conjunction with the basic 
information on each faaory. As much as possible, each mark has been treated 
as a separate entity and in most cases specific dates and names are given. The 
method of marking has also been included and can be differentiated, roughly, 
as follows: 

IMPRESSED : Stamped in the body of the ware while it is still soft. 

INCISED: Drawn by hand in the body of the ware while it is still soft. 

UNDER-GLAZE IN COLOR : Painted by hand under the glaze. Limited 
to blue. 

OVER-GLAZE IN COLOR: This includes those marks stamped, printed 
or painted on the exterior of ±e glaze. 

Only a limited amount of information has been presented under the notices 
on Japan and China, for the following reasons: ( 1 ) The subjects are vast and 
complicated. (2) The presentation for the reader would necessarily be tedious 
and confusing. (3) Nothing could be compiled on the marks of either nation 
chat could improve upon what has already been published by numerousauthorities. 

The various grades of pottery and porcelain have been categorized and defined 
as simply as possible, in order to avoid confusion on the part of unknowing 
readers. The several types are divided in the following manner: 

PORCELAIN: A translucent ceramic ware generally white and usually 
glazed, characterized by a clear ring when struck. Soft paste and hard paste 
compose the two types of porcelain. Soft paste porcelain can be scratched 
by any sharp instrument, leaving a soft powder, while hard paste resists the 
workings of a tool of this sort. A granular fracture is pesented by soft 
paste, while hard will leave a smooth, curved surface at the biedL 



POTTERY; This term includes all wares distinguished from porcelain by 
being opaque and generally formed of colored clay. ( Earthenware, Fayence, 
Stoneware, etc.) 

EARTHENWARE: Broad term including all pieces made of clay and 
then baked. (Delft, Fayence, Stoneware, etc.) 

BISCUIT or ''BISQUE”; White, unglazed porcelain usually found in the 
composition of groups and figures. 

DELFT : A colored, tin glazed earthenware frequently blue and white, made 
first in Delft, Holland. 

FAYENCE or FAIENCE: A variety of glazed pottery usually highly 
decorated in colors. The term is now applied loosely to cover all kinds of 
artistic pottery, including majolica and delft. 

MAJOLICA : Highly decorative, glazed pottery. 

STONEWARE; Hard, impermeable, glazed earthenware. 

It will be observed that under the heading of "Germany” data will be found 
on some faaories actually lying outside of Germany proper. The unsettled con- 
dition of Europe today precludes a permanent national classification for many 
manufactories. The author has, therefore, seen fit to include under "Germany” 
those works that were Germanic in charaaer, and, more specifically, those of 
the Germany-Austria-Hungary group. 

The period of years covered by this work extends roughly from 1400 to 1900. 
Information on the more important faaories dating after 1900 will also be 
found. A large majority of marks shown belongs to the 18th and 19th centuries, 
which is as it should be, for the great interest in collecting today lies in the wares 
of this period. Specimens produced before this time are comparatively scarce and, 
accordingly, knowledge of many of these early manufaaories is rather obscure. 
Generally, however, the reader will find that all of the material compiled is as 
complete and definite as possible, with a notable exclusion of irrelevant facts. 

For many years there have been collectors of eighteenth century porcelain, 
and, in consequence, therefore, new factories have come into existence in the 
twentieth century to produce imitation products of the authentic early factories. 
The marks on these imitation products are, as often as not, correa. To deal 
with the diflEerence between the genuine and the fake is outside the realm of 
this book, but the discerning collector will readily recognise a fake when he sees 
one. However, the author has endeavoured to state, wherever possible, the type of 
porcelain used by the various factories, Le. Chelsea used a soft paste, whereas 



the imitation products of this factory are made in a hard paste. If the student is in 
doubt as to authenticit)^ of a piece of Chelsea, he has but to examine the porcelain 
itself. This book is primarily a guide to marks. Other knowledge must come from 
experience and study. 

In the preparation of this w'ork many authorities had to be consulted and much 
of the material w^as verified by leading experts in the various fields. The author 
is particuiary indebted to Mr. Frank Stoner, the leading authority on English 
porcelain, for checking that section of the book and to Mr. David Rosenfeld for 
applying his vast knowdedge of German porcelain to reading and correcting the 
proofs. For the interest shown by Mr. John M. Graham II of the Brooklyn 
Museum, undoubtedly the greatest authority on American pottery, it would be 
impossible to completely repay in gratitude.

Wedgwood (Brurio) (1-21) 

The Wedgwood family was working 
at Burslem in the 17th century. Jo- 
siah was the first to gain fame, hav- 
ing started potting in 1739. Estab- 
lished at Burslem in 1759. Introduced 
Cream Ware in 1761. Produced black 
basaites from 1766. Two years later 


he went into partnership with 
Thomas Bentley. Invented Jasper 
ware in 1775. It is doubtful if Josiah 
I made any ocher than experimental 
pieces of Jasper during his partner- 
ship with Bentley. Josiah II produced 
much of this ware. Bentley died in 
1780. John, Josiah 11 and Thomas 
were Wedgwoods partners in 1790, 
He died in 1795.
